Decision made 
on center bridge 


The proposed plan, by which a new 
bridge is to be built over the Boston & 
Maine Railroad in Wilmington Square 
is now THE Plan. Members of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
learned this two weeks ago, at a 
luncheon meeting with the 
Massachusetts DPW Assistant Chief 
Engineer 

There will be no bridge over the 
Wildcat railroad, so called, but there 
will'be the new bridge over the Boston 
& Maine. The new bridge will have to 
have a clearance of 20 feet, above the 
rails. That was the message 

Rep. Fred F. Cain, who has fought 
long for a Route 129.By-Pass, had to 
agree reluctantly that the proposal 
was all that could be done at this time. 

There will be a two-way traffic un- 
der the bridge, on Main Street, but at 
the original ground level, or nearly so. 
There will be no ‘‘conflict"’ of cross- 
ing traffic, because the Burlington 
Avenue traffic will be on a higher 
level 

There will be cross traffic near the 
present post office, where an 
accepted street, Olson Road, already 
exists, even though not built. Olson 
Road will be projected through to 
Middlesex Avenue. 

At about where Kirk Street is today, 
on the Boston’ side of Wilmington 
Square, there will be a road built to go 
to Church Street. Cars going to 
Lowell will continue straight ahead, 
on Main Street and under’ the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. Cars going 
up Church Street on Middlesex 
Avenue, or to Burlington Avenue, will 
turn right onto the new street, at Kirk 
Street, and then cross Church Street, 
or turn left or right at Church Street. 

The speakers admitted that they 
were unable to do anything about a 
bridge over the Wildcat Railroad.

The polls will open at 
10 a.m. Saturday morning at the 
Wilmington High School Gymnasium 

One new experience for voters will 
be the use of stickers with voting 
machines. Joseph Hartka is running 
against Wilson Belbin for a seat on the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Authori- 
ty. Belbin’s name is on the machines 
Hartka’s must be affixed with a 
sticker to be placed in a small window 
in the machine. 

Other offices at stake in the election 
are two seats on the Board of 
Selectmen, with five candidates run- 
ning, one of them an incumbent 
Three seats on the School Committee 
are on the ballot, with four persons 
running for two three-year terms and 


three persons running for a one one- 
year unexpired term. Two seats are 
open on the Housing Authority, one for 
five years, one for three. Also on the 
ballot is a position on the Regional 
Vocational Technical School Com- 
mittee. 

There are also two ballot questions 
The first seeks a local remedy to the 
annual problem of the school budget. 
It asks if the town should petition the 
legislature to amend the state law on 
the autonomy of school committies.

Question number two asks if the 
selectmen should request the state to 
return to the cities and towns 100 per 
cent of the monies derived from the

McLaughlin hits ‘journalistic junk’ 


Mike McLaughlin of Billerica, 
chairman of the Middlesex County 
Commissioners, delivered his opinion 
of the Lowell Sun, last Thursday in a 
talk before the Merrimack Valley 
Selectmen's Association. 

Mr. McLaughlin did not use the 
words ‘'prejudiced reporting,” but 
that could have been the title of his 15 
minute speech. McLaughlin accused 
the Lowell paper of “reporting that 
was generally not accurate." 

One editorial, which he reported as 
having been about a “raid on the 
County treasury” was, he said “'total- 
ly fabricated." The Chelmsford 
selectmen were reported as having 
endorsed that editorial, which was 
said to involve a sum of $70 thousand. 

McLaughlin spoke of his work in the 
County Commissioners office as hay- 
ing been modernization and im- 
provements. “I don't have to be 
ashamed of my work in Middlesex 
County.” 

The Lowell Sun, he charged, was 
“collaborating” with the office of J. 
Lester Ralph, his fellow County Com- 
missioner and political enemy. Some 
of the stories which appeared in the 
Sun, McLaughlin told his audience, 
came directly from Ralph's office. 

One of the Lowell paper's staff 
members, Frank Phillips, was named 
by the Commissioner as the author of 
a two page story which McLaughlin 
labeled “journalistic junk." 

“Lester Ralph orchestrated it, and 
gave it to Frank Phillips of the Lowell 
Sun."" 

“T am happy to say that the paper 
which supported Richard Nixon 
doesn’t support me." 

“When you read an article (in that 
paper) stop and think if the Lowell 
Sun has reported it accurately.” 

Speaking of J. Lester Ralph, his 
political adversary, McLaughlin said 
he would have gone “racing” to the 
FBI if any of the accusations he made 
had truth in them. 

‘There is currently a civil suit in the 
Middlesex County courts between 
Ralph and Commissioners 
McLaughlin and Danehy. Filed on 


December 21, Ralph charges that the 
two commissioners have repeatedly 
violated the Open Meeting law. On 
Feb. 22 that suit was, for the second 
time, continued - now to March 15. 

Commissioner McLaughlin, last 
‘Thursday, said that Ralph would try 
to get an out-of-court settlement. 
McLaughlin reasoned that Ralph 
would not want to go on the witness 
stand and raised his right hand, and 
repeat what he has said. “Then,” said 
McLaughlin “the case would be 
criminal, not civil.” 


Speaking of the County budget, 
McLaughlin told his audience that in 
the two years before McLaughlin was 
on the board - and when Ralph had 
control, the budget had gone up 23 per 
cent in one year and eight per cent in 
the second 

In six weeks after he had taken of- 
fice, he said, he reduced the budget so 
that it was less than it had, been the 
previous year. In his second year the 
budget went up 12 per cent, but this 
was mostly due to the increases by 
Sheriff Buckley, who went up 75 to 80 
per cent. 

McLaughlin challenged his listeners 
to look at the state budget, and that of 


the Town of Chelmsford. Chelmsford 
went up 13 per cent

The South Middlesex News 
(Framingham paper, Ed.) had chang- 
ed its theme, he said, because of the 
McLaughlin reforms.

Question 1. In view of the current 
economic situation, how can 
Wilmington keep school budget in- 
creases to a minimum and continue to 
provide quality education to all 
children? 


Brooks: We must be constantly and 
acutely alert to recognize that change 
is the only constant - and be prepared 
to meet its demands. To that end 
fiscal stability must be maintained by 
carefully evaluating every expen- 
diture. This applies to educational 
programs as well as for physical 
facilities. Outmoded, unproductive 
Programs are quite as wasteful of 
time, talent and money as under- 
utilized buildings which may have out- 
lived their need or their usefullness. 
Since personnel costs represent 83 
pluc per cent of the annual school 
budget, faculty must be tailored to 
declining school polulation to the ex- 
tend possible without diluting the 
quality of education Recent 
budgetary actions demonstrate the 
School Committee is already adhering 
to sound educational and fiscal prin- 
ciples 


Buckley: I believe the biggest in- 
crease in our School Budget lies at the 
doorstep of the State House. Ex- 
ample: Special Education programs 
have skyrocketed statewide in cost by 
over 308 per cent since 1975, but fun- 
ding has decreased by 27 percent of 
$200,000,000 yearly in new taxes. We

came to the conclusion it was not 
feasible at this time for Wilmington 
because of the substantial initial 
building and personnel costs. As a 
member of the Community School 
Study Committee I support the objec- 
tive of the current study - the better 
and more complete use of public 
buildings. I have cautioned, however, 
that there must first be established a 
substantial need for a new organiza- 
tion and the assurance that it will not 
merely duplicate services now being 
provided by existing community agen- 
cies which possess the capability of 
expanding services more economical- 
ly to the taxpayer than could be done 
by a new and independent organiza- 
tion. 


Buckley: If the majority of 
residents want Community Schools 
and the benefits to our Town outweigh 
the extra expenses, | am in favor of 
this conecpt 


Washburn: I support the concept 
wholeheartedly. But...many 
questions must be answered before 
we rush headlong into this or any 
program that will ultimately cost the 
taxpayer. Who is going to control the 
costs” Who pays for the custodians? - 
must we increase the town payroll to 
accomplish this and if so what are the 
costs? Is the current fund at the dis- 
posal of the Town Manager sufficient 
to cover the best utilization of school 
buildings? These and I'm sure many 
more questions should be answered 
before we enter into what appears on 
the surface as an excellent conecpt 


White; The community school con- 
cept has been a long time coming to 
Wilmington. This concept simply 
states that the school buildings belong 
to all taxpayers and should be 
available for their use more than a 
few hours a day. Asa member of this 
study committee I wholeheartedly en- 
dorse the concept and intend to work 
toward a proposal to put before a 
future town meeting. Areas for 
serious consideration should include 
additional costs, if any to the town and 
how such a program can be im- 
plemented without upsetting the fine 
Programs we already have. 


Dingle: I am in favor of abything 
that will increase the educational op- 
portunities of all the citizens of the 
town. My main objective would be to 
attract as many recent high school 
drop-outs as possible back to school 
This time not to overbudren them 
with a plethora of useless academic 
subjects. 


Heine: I fully support the concept of 
‘Community Schools. School buildings 
are town assets which should be used 
as much as possible to benefit us all 
However, we must realize that these 
benefits must be compared with costs 
- no such program can exist without 
some cost to the town and that means 
higher taxes. If the school committee 
participates in developing a Com- 
munity Schools Program, I will work 
to make the program self-supporting, 


and will make sure that it is aimed 
toward providing maximum benefit to 
the citizens of Wilmington 

Tighe: As long as it is not going to 
affect the School Budget, I am in 
favor of investigating this concept 


Question 3. What do you believe 
should be the major priorities of the 
Wilmington public school system dur- 
ing the next three years? 


Brooks: The highest objective of the 
Wilmington public schools has been to 
provide for every individual child in 
the community an educational oppor- 
tunity and challenge commensurate 
with his ability to learn and grow. 
Every other effort must be regarded 
as a means to that end. Reason and 
economic reality dictate, however, 
that priorities must be established - 
and maintained to assure that every 
dollar of tax money expended 
produces its fullest return for the en- 
tire spectrum of the student body, the 
handicapped and the gifted, as well as 
the great majority of the school pop- 
ulation who have no special needs. 
That means our major priorities must 
include continuing our present 
emphasis on reading and other basic 
studies at the intermediate and secon- 
dary levels as well as the elementary, 
and expand in the high school the oc- 
cupational and career-oriented 
programs which provide the founda- 
tion for productive and rewarding 
citizenship. We must promote such 
novel ffelds of study as the newly in- 
augurated data processing courses 
which will qualify graduate for entry 

_ into the young and expanding in- 
dustries. We must encourage foreign 
language fluency and other advanced 
academic courses which will help 
students to expedite their college and 
university studies and speed their en- 
trance into the professions, business 
and industry. 


Buckley: A. After listening to some 
parents while campaigning, I came to 
the conclusion that we must restore 
confidence in our excellent school 
system. 

B. We must look toward other 
school systems and compare our per 
Pupil expenses so that we may get a 
better picture of how far we can go to 
cut costs. 

C. We must make sure there is op- 
portunity for every child, slow learner 
and gifted alike. 


Washburn: Reading and grammar 
certainly must be a top priority. We 
are investing a great deal in this area 
now and ‘it should be continued. 

Guidance should be another top 
priority. We must guide and counsel 
our youngsters especially grades 
seven through 12. Hopefully, as ofr 
school population decline catches up 
to these grades, our guidance 
counselor ratio to students will be 
more realistic. 

I worry about the great majority of 
our youngsters who fall into the 
average group. I would hope that our 
thrust in the next three years should 
be toward this group. With all the 
programs and public laws for various 


groups, we should not allow the 85 - 90 
per cent of our students to fall by the 
wayside 

Communication between school and 
parent should be thoroughly examin- 
ed. A great many anxieties on the 
part of parents would be put to rest 
simply by telling it like it is to 
everyone concerned. Parents want to 
make their school system work, too! 


White: Strenghtening of basic 
education, the three R's, but not at the 
expense of total education 

Comprehensive guidance and 
counseling programs that will aid 
students with parental assistance in 
making career choices, enable 
counselors and teachers to recognize 
problem areas affecting education 
and to refer parents and students to 
agencies that can aid them. 

Health, physical education and 
athletic programs enabling young peo- 
ple to understand their bodies and to 
develop and maintain physical talents 
for their life-long recreational needs 

Developing long range programs to 
stabilize and reduce school costs in 
keeping with our educational objec- 
tives. 


Dingle: A major goal of the 
Wilmington school system, should be 
to get the people involved in educa- 
tion, because it affects them directly 
in so many ways. Educators are a 
special and trained group. If they 
don't know what you want, they can’t 
supply the need. 

We should where possible, examine 
the subjects being taught and consider 
if they fill the needs in the modern 
world. History and geography, can be 
very interesting. Take a look at the 
complicated day-to-day living and tell 
me they are necessary 

The world is worried about survival 
and we study about King Tut. 


Heine: Modify and improve the 
elementary and high school 
curriculum to guarantee that our 
children become proficient in the 
basic skills they will need to be 
productive adults 

Anticipate the changing personnel 
needs of the business community and 
utilize the system to meet those needs 
since 50 per cent of Wilmington do not 
goon to any form of higher education. 

Plan for economical use of school 
space as enrollment declines. 

Involve parents more in planning 
the education of each of their 
children. 


Tighe: Better utilization of monies 
being expended.
